“that brought.emigration te other’ countries 
into just disfavour, und that Chinese in 
Honolulu acquire wealth and influence and 
have protection as fully accorded theiri“ as 
the other inhabitants of the country, 

“Emigration from Canton is proceeding 
with the sanction of the Chingse Authort- 
tiea, but, it is to.be feared, under leas strict 
regulations for the” protection and welfare 
of the emigrants diiring tho passage than if 
they embarked ut this port, and the Cham- 
ber would suggest that the conveyance of 
passengers, which . was formerly allywed 
from this Colony, should, in the protection 
of omigrants, bo again permitted.” 

The lotter was signed by ‘* W. Keswick, 
Chairman.” In reply, the Acting Colonial 
Secretary. referred the Chairman of the 
Chamber of Cunmerce to the correspondence 
published for general information in the 
Goterument Gazette_on the 11th of Decem- 
ber, 1880, in which it was to be observed 
that a letter had been addressed -by Mr 
May, Acting Colonial- Secretary, onthe 
‘30th of January, 1879, to Messrs Jardino, 
Matheson & Co., informing thom, in reply 
to their application to. send Chinese ta 
HonoltiJu ond Peru’ in the steamship 
Pernsia, that the Governor could not sanc- 
tion any Chinese emigration involving con- 
tracts of sorvice to the Sandwich Islunds, 
Tho Acting Colonial Secretary also, under 
instructions, invited tho attention of the 
Chamber of Commerce to his letter, of the 
24th of November, 1880, respecting Mr 
Koopmanschap’s application for the Ga- 
vernor’s licence for Chinese emigration to 
Honolulu. In that letter he said — Go- 
vernor Sir Jolin Pops Hennessy désiros me 
tu. state, in reply, that he will be very 
happy to consider in Council any applica- 
tion of the kind, under the Lmporial Emi- 
gration Act and the Emigration Ordinances 
of this Colony.” No further application 
wus, he continues, made on the subject ; 
and Mr Koopmanschap admitted that 
the Chinese emigration to Honolulu 
was emigration wnder contract of service. 
Tho Colonial Secretary further says — 
“ Rulo-4--of “the printed Rules issued for 
the lust six years by the Emigration Officer 
respecting .Chinese emigration says :— 
‘Emigration under contract of service is 
proltbited, unless the ship shall be proceed- 
ing to a British Colony.’ That particular 
rulo was framgd under instructions from 
Her, Majesty’s Government, and those in- 
-atructions are still in force. I am to repeat 
what His Excellency has sv often said on this 
aubject, that the Governor would-be happy 
to consider any application for aending Chi- 
neso to Honolulu provided such emigra- 
tion was not under contract of service.” 

The next letter (January 27th) is from 


“|! Messra Jardine, Matheson & Co. to the 


Acting Colonial Secretary, which we give 
in full ;-— 

“ Ag Agohts for the Belgian steamer Pe- 
rusia, now lying in this harbour, we venture 
to address you upon the subject of the con- 
veyauce by the said steamer of Chineso 
Passongers from Hongkong to Honolulu 
and Peru, with the object: of your laying 
the mattor before His Excellency the Go- 
‘vernor. 

“ We are given to understand that a very 
considerable number of well-to-do Chinese 
chiefly of the shop-keeping and trading 
 clnss, are desirous of proceeding both to 
Honolulu and Pern, 

. They are people who would in no way 
bo proceeding to either place under contract 
or in connection with any system Of imini- 

tion;-but-in all respects Free Passengers, 

“We would therefore submit for the con- 
sideration of His Excellency, that travelling 
facilities, auch as could. be offered by the 
Pernsia for this class of Chinese, might be 
afforded them, subject to such regulations 
and conditions as His Excellency may -con- 
sider it necessary to enforce.” 


Tho Acting Colonial Secretary's reply b 


‘was as follows (Jan. 30) :— 

“You state that the conveyance of these 
Chinese to Honolulu and Peru, would not 
be in connection with ‘any system of. im- 
migration, and you ask that the travelling 
facilities offered by the Perusia may be 
permitted, subject to auch Regulations and 
conditions aa His Excellency the Governor. 
way:consider it neccesary to enforce, 

“Tn reply, Tam to inform you that His 
Excellency will be prepared to consider ‘in 
Council the detaila of any application you

After the troops had. réturned to town, 
two companies of police marched up the 
iain street with the object of dispersing 
a large crowd which had getliered in the 
street, - There 'was 8 me stone-throwing 
and the constables used their batons freely. 
The Rosident Magistrate, Mr Enton, .in- 
person went up and down the street warn- 
ing the people, and the Colonel command- 
fiig the troops sent down word ‘that he 
would send them out if desired. This offer 
Mr Eaton wisely declined. Had the soldiers 
come, many lives might. have. heen lost. 
As it was, there were ouly a fow broken 
heads—.All the windows on the street were 
crowded with shop-girla, who scemed to 
thoroughly enjoy. the - little _ excitoment. 
All the public houses hadbeen closed dur-, 
ing the day, with .a view to prevent the 
corner boys from. getting any fighting 
whiskey. “The town became quiet after the 
constabulary had bean marched off to the 
barracks: ~ ‘fhe Herald's correspondent was 
among the crowd in the street while the 
police were charging with batons. He got 
hustled about and escaped being clubbed 
by a mere chance. 

Tho World's London special has the fol-

The little village of Knock, County Mayo, 
where the Virgin Mary: is said ty have ap- 
peated, which contained 600 souls in 1841, 
to-day, exclusive of pilgrims, contains not 
thirty, Limerick returns tell o similar story. 
‘The roofs aro fallen in; many of the cabins 
are roofless and tenantless. The- market 
cross is broken, and grass is growing in the 
strects. There is the silence of desolation. 
In scorés of baronies in the west and south, 
nearly all the young men and women have 
gone ta America or England. Those left 
to till the soil are old people, who prefer to 
die where their fathers died. In ‘some 
parishes, the poor-house contains nlmost as 
inany people as there are outside of it. The 
Census returns do not, however, show the 
full extent of the depopulation. At least 
12,000 agricultural laborers cross to Eng- 
land and Scotland every year for the harvest. 
Thoy live in Ireland, but Ireland does not 
provide them with their living. 

In the House of Commons the Comunittee 
on the Land bill, last night, by an amend- 
ment moved. by the Attorney-General for 
Ireland, vmitted the .definition of fair

It is probable, however, that said 
bombardment occurred yesterday. ~ 

The Bourse says_the British speculators 
have raised the price of silver, on the 
strength of the Bank of England's: -proposi- 
tion, but the members of the Monetary 
Conference are unanimous in rejecting that 
proposal.’ It must be bi-metallism or 
nothing. In competent. circle , the Con- 
ference is considered 2 failure for the- time 
being. ¥ 

The Liberal papers sneer at the Turkish 
Ainbassador’s 
for the Tunisian outbreak as a consequence 
of its sending troops to Tripoli. They say 
it will not satisfy the public opinion until 
the Porte recalls its troops from Tripoli 
and ‘dissolves the cainps on the Tunisian 
frontier. 

July 6.—A somi-ofticial telegram mentions 
thut reports are current among the Arabs of 
Tunis that fifty thousand Turks and Arnbs 
haye entered Tunis from Tripoli. The 
relations between France and Turkey are 
strained to the utmost extent, The Sultan

Tt_is utterly impossible to gain access to 
the White House. The police and svldiers 
are around it, and.will not let anyone but 
Cabinet oflicérs in. There. is communica-'| 
tion by telephone, which.is the only way to 
teach thom. Both -shots took etfect, ‘tho 
first in the right arm and: the second just 
above the right hip and near the kidneys, 
The physicians have probed for tho balls 
unsuccessfully. : : 

At 9.30 o'clock, this morning, when Pre: 
sident Garficld wis it tho Baltimore and 
Potomac depot with his party, waiting to 
take the train, he was shot - twice by a man 
within two fect of him, The President’s 
friends rushed to him as he fell, aud Blaine 
‘ealled for help, “ : 

Rockwell, the station ageut, arrested the 
assassin, who said: “I did it, Lam a Stal- 
wart, and Arthur is now President. Take 
a letter Lhave here to Gen: Sherman, and 
he will tell you all about it.” The Pre- 
sident’s wounds ure said to-be not mortal, 
There is great excitement. " : 


Philadelphia, Suly 2.—Tho Pennsylvanian 
Railway Company ordored a lecomotive and 
ear at Jéraoy City, to carry Mrs Garfield to 
Washington.. She hat srranged to mevt 
her husband at Jerscy City to-day, and left - 
Long Branch this mording on. the Central 
Road for Jersey City. Tho message in- 
forming her of the ‘attempted assassination 
is awaiting her at the latter plaice. 


Washington, July 2.—The President had. 
alighted from his carriage and was passing 
through the ladies’ room to the cars, when 
about five feet inside vf the room the as- 
sassin, who was within. three feet, fired one 
shot. The ‘President was ‘surprised, and 
made no uttempt at self-defence. Blaine 
had turned toward one‘door. The assassin 
fired asccond shot, and in 10 seconds tho 
President fell, and Mrs White, who attends 
the ladies’ waiting-room, ‘rushed to the 
President and raised his head. Blaine-also 
Tushed to the assistance of the President. 
The assassin rushed ont toward B street, 
but Captain Parke, the ticket agent, jumped 
through thé window and.caught hin. He 
made no resistance. Officer Corney, the 
depot policewtun, alao rushed up and took 
hold of the assassin, and inimediately Officer 
Scott also took hold of him. Parke let the 
officers havo him, and “turned his attention 
to the President. ! 

Help came‘and the President was taken 
upstairs. He said not a word until he was 
laid down. He then asked that his shoes 
be taken off, saying that he felt pain in his 
fect. “As svon os the shoes were removed: 
he said to Secretary Windom, “ Go right 
now and rend a telegram to, Mrs Garfield, 
saying that [ feel considerably better, and 
if she feels well enough, tell her tu conie to 
Washington imniediately.” This dispatch 
was sent, anda special train was at once 
sent to Long Branch for Mrs Garfield. Se- 
cretary Blaine was not with Scott and 
Corney when they got hold of the assassin 
and wero taking him to. the police head- 
quarters. He said voluntarily to them: 
“T did it, and-I will go to jail for it. 
Tam a Stalwart. Arthur will be President.” 
Ho had a lettor in his hand, and watited 
the officers te take it to Genoral Sherman, 
saying that it would bv all right. . 

The prisoner made no resistance, .saying’ 
that he had.contemplated the killing of the 
President, and it. was for the good of tho 
country, At9 o'clock the assassin went to 
a hack stand adjoining the station, and en- 
guged a hack from Barten, a colored hack- 
man. He said he wanted to go to Green- 
wood Cemetery inn short time, and wanted 
the hacknan. to drive very fast when he 
should get into the hack. Ho agreed topiy 
$2 for the hack on the condition that the 
hackman w: drive frst.. When stopped,

The French Congul here has received the 
sad news of the death at Bangkok, on tho 
evening of the 15th instant, of M. Blan. 
cheton, French Conswl -for Siam,. of 
cholera.

on the 18th instant. His death was much 
regretted by the Sinineso and Europeans. 
Since the establishment of the Fronch Con- 
sulate at Bangkok in 1858, Mx: Blancheton 
is the third Consul who has dicd at his 
post.

ARCH-EOLOGICAL REMAINS AT 
BUDDHA GYA. 

The Mxecutive Engineer, Buddha Gya 
Works, hag (says the Pioncer, Allahabad) 
addressed the following lotter, dated 4th 
May, tv the Magistrate of Gya :— : 

Tn reply to'your No. 573 of 28th ulto, ,.T 
have the honour ‘to inform you that I am 
aware of no new urchwological discoveries 
anywhere within the Gya district during the 
year 1880-81, except the discoveries at this 
placo in the course of tlie repairs, 

Of these, it is impossible in tho course of 
a letter or on ordinary zepert to give more 
than ‘the barest outline, I can only briefly 
indicate. what must form the subject ‘of a 
volume in contemplation. ae 
L. Three sides of Asoka railing which sur- 
ruunded the tree, viz, on the south, west, and 
north, were found with the plinth partly 
intact and several pillars and fragments in 
situ.

40. years old, 
medium hight, slender built, fair. .complex- 
ion, brown hair; Frensh-shaped nioustache 
‘and tinged with gray, His whole appearance 
was that of a dandified’man of small mental 
calibre. He was unusually fondof notoriety; 
and ‘would go alinost any length to get his 
name in the paper. He was arrested here 
once for embezzlement,” fi 


Execrationsand curses were heaped on the

“MAX O'LEARY” ON HONGKONG

Tho Marquis of Hartington : The. prin- 
cipal measures-recommended by Mr Aitche- 
gon were embodied in the. draft ordera of 
the Commissioners of British Burmah, and 
have beon carried into effect. The number 
of shops for the retail sule of. opium. has 
been reduced from sixty-eighty to twenty- 
seven, the reduction to take. otfect from 
April last, From, the same date also the 
rate at which opium is supplied to farmers, 
licensed dealors, and ordinary purchasers 
has been raised from Rs, 24 to 28 and 32, 
Three other recommendations wore made 
by Mr Aitcheson, which, however, have 
not been atopted—first, that opium should 
only be consumed on the premises, and
